As of
June 2006, county/district fire departments respundo wildland fires will need to meet
minimum training and certification standards inardor the county to be eligible to enter into
cooperative agreements with the state. A prioritthts grant is to assist with the cost of training
to meet these requirements.

All fire service organizations except industrigiate and federal fire departments are eligible for
assistance under this program regardless of siloeation.

Applicants must meet the following criteria:

1. Your fire department’'s members must have at le@%b Sertified fire fighters or
your department must have a training plan to mieetréquirements of the Utah
Wildland Fire Management Program (Fire Policy) ertification of fire personnel

to at least certified Fire Fighter | and/or NWCGeHrighter 1.

2. All applications will be verified for NFIRS complae. For further assistance
contact the State Fire Marshall OfficBon-compliance will nullify the grant
request.

3. The Utah Fire Department Assistance Grant is a 100&ching grant.The
applicants must be able to provide the requiredcim&b cover the value of the vran
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requested items/projects. All resources are ebgibl the applicant’s matching
portion. This includes hard dollars and in-kindviszs (sweat equity).

4. Applications must be for the enhancement of firevpntion, fire protection
services, equipment and/or trainingmbulances, paramedic training, EMT
training, etc. are not within the scope of thisgveom.

5. The grant funds must be spent and documentatiomitigd by November 30,
2019. Grant money not spent by this date will déalocated to other fire service
organizations. (NO DLA Orders will be accepted 019)
